Immigration Plan 


OTTAWA (CP)—The government today announced 
it is widening its plan of passage loans to European im- 
migrants to include all types of workers and also their 
dependents. } 

The move, apparently designed 
to increase the present lagging 
flow of immigration, becomes ef- 
fective immediately. 

The plan, begun in February, 
1951, so far has provided interest- 
free loans for the trans-Atlantic 
trip. only to certain categories of 
immigrants needed in labor-short 
fields in Canada such as farm 
workers and domestics.

The loans, averaging about $165 
in the past, have helped finance 
the passage of 31,817 immigrants 
The loans have totalled $5,268,000 
and so far $4,905,000 has been re- 
paid. Only 87 loans have been 
classified as uncollectable, includ- 
ing some cases of deaths, the de- 
partment said.

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PALESTINE 


Strife-Torn at the Time 
of Christ and Today 


Long-Divided Holy Land Become 
Latest Cold War Battleground 


By WILTON WYNN 

BETHLEHEM, Jordan (AP)— 
What is Palestine today? Who 
governs it? Where does it begin 
and end? 

The answer to these questions 
is that Palestine no longer 
exists. 


What historically was known’ 


as “Palestine now is cut by 
military frontiers and divided 
among Israel, Jordan, Syria and 
Egypt. This division dates from 
1948, when the creation of the 
state of Israel produced a war 
between Israelis and Arabs 
which has yet to be finally 
settled. 

Always uneasy, relations be 
tween Israel and the Arab na- 
tions surrounding her are now 
under new strains as shipments 


of heavy arms from Communist} 


Czechoslovakia arrive in Egypt. 
This new element is widely re- 
garded as part of an effort by 
Moscow to shoulder its way into 
the Middle East, to gain a new 
and entirely unprecedented posi- 
tion of influence in the strategic 
and oil-rich Middle East. 


AN OLD STORY 

Beneath this ultimate East- 
West cold war issue, complicat- 
ing it and making warfare a 
possibility, are the modern tribu- 
lations of the divided land in 
which the infant Jesus was born. 
Division in Palestine, however, 
is an old story. More often than 
otherwise, Palestine has been a 
divided land. 

Historical Palestine — stretch- 
ing from “Dan to Beersheba” 
and from the Mediterranean to 
east of the Jordan—got its name 
from the Philistines, who actu- 


ally occupied only the coastal 
region while Hebrews and 
others held the hill country of 
the interior. The Greeks called 
the whole area Palestine, after 
the Philistines. The Arabs still 
call it “Falastin.” 

In modern times, Palestine 
was not a separate entity until 
after the First World War. At 
that time, the British declared 
the land west of the Jordan a 
mandated territory. Arabs in 
the tefritory who formerly had 
called themselves “Syrians” be- 
came “Palestinians.” Today in 
the Middle East, the term 
“Palestinian” refers to Arabs 
who lived in Palestine under 
the mandate. Jews in the land 
of their ancestors have revived 
thar Biblical designation of 
“Israelis,” the people of Israel 

Christ was born when Pales- 
tine was on the verge of one 
of its many partitions. The 
country had been unified at the 
pesk of its power under Herod 
the Great, designated “King of 
the Jews” and ruling from his 
palace in Jerusalem under the 
protection of Rome. 

Bred on warfare and intrigue, 
Herod was jealous of his pow 
ers.. When he was told by the 
W'-? men from the East that 
a new “King of the Jews” had 
beer born in Bethlehem, he 
sought to kill his infant rival

The original support program 
was tied in tightly with the price 
and supply situation. Supports 
came into operation only when 
prices fell sharply and supplies 
exceeded demand. They were low 
and flexible, ranging from 52 to 
7 per cent of so-called parity— 
a formula aimed at giving the 
farmer a fair return in relation 
to such costs as taxes, mortgage, 
interest, machinery, farm help and 
other items. 


NEW FARM BILL j 

To discourage planting, the sup- 
ports went down as the surpluses 
went up. To get the support, the 
farmer had to abide by acreage 
controls. 

This year, Congress adopted a 
new farm bill introduced by Agri- 
culture Secretary Ezra Benson and 
provided for supports of 82.5 to 
90 per cent for 1955 and TS to 90 
per cent for 1956 

To cut production, Benson im- 
posed sharp acreage restrictions 
on wheat and cotton. But the 
weather outmatched him on wheat 
and the country produced another 
big crop. On cotton, the farmers?! 
brought their native ingenuity into 
play: they simply planted the cot- 
ton rows closer together, with the 
result the cotton harvest was al- 
most 5,000,000 bales. higher than 
thie government had hoped. 

Benson, blamed by the farm 
population for their declining in- 
come, claims his program of flex- 
ible supports will gradually reduce 
surpluses, bring supply and de- 
mand into balance and halt the 
price decline. Meantime, by give- 
away, barter, auction and sale for 
local currencies, he is trying to 
unload the surplus products on 
world markets.

Election Down Under 


HE ‘RE-ELECTION OF THE 

somewhat conservative Aus- 
tralian Government this week seems 
to be in accordance with a trend 
throughout the English-speaking 
world. Parties ieft of centre have 
been defeated consistently of late 
years: in Britain, the United States, 
Australia, New Zealand and Canada. 
Socialism as a political force is gen- 
erally in retreat. 


In Australia, however, the Labor 
Party seems to have assured its de- 
feat by a series of blunders not easy 
to comprehend at this distance, Prime 
Minister Menzies, a seasoned poli- 
tician, seized on the errors of the op- 
position, called a snap election and 
easily secured another term of 
power. 

Dr. Evatt, the Labor Party lea- 

.,der, aman _ well known for his 
truculence and bitterness, invited the 
electors’ resentment by two extra- 
ordinary acts. 


First, without consulting his lieu- 
tenants, Dr. Evatt wrote personally 
to.Mr. Molotov, asking his opinion on 
the Russian espionage case which has 
rightly agitated the Australian people 
in the last two years. : 


Mr. Molotov was asked by Dr. 
Evatt to state whether the incrim- 
inating documents revealed in this 
affair were truly genuine. It is not | 
difficult to imagine Mr. Molotov’s 
reply of injured virtue but very dif- 
ficult to imagine the naivety of Dr. | 
Evatt, especially at a time when some 
elements in his party are suspected 
of softness to Communism. This sus- 
picion already had caused seven 
Labor members of Parliament to | 
break with their leader and form an 
anti-Communist splinter group. | 


Dr. Evatt’s second blunder was to 
promise that, if elected, he would 
abolish the means test for all social 
services within three years. Mr. 
Menzies seized on this proposal, 
showed what it would cost the public 
in taxes and evidently alarmed the 
taxpayers. 


In any case the Menzies Govern- 
ment was elected without the need of 
any particular platform. Dr. Evatt 
had made sure of that. If the elec- | 
tion result seems to have surprised | 
no one it will be surprising, at least | 
to foreigners, if the Labor Party, | 
now at the low tide of its fortunes, 
does not choose a new leader. 


You Don’t Oil a Bullock 


N THE FIVE YEARS DURING 
which Canada has madc increas- 
ing contributions to the Colombo 
Plan the need for something more 
than money to help backward coun- 
tries has. become strikingly apparent. 
This nation, along with other spon- 
sors, must draw heavily on its re- 
serves of patience. 

The point has been emphasized 
in a review of progress to date—and 
progress there has been. But neither 
those who administer the plan nor 
those who have studied its applica- 
tion expect overnight miracles of 
achievement. 

The purpose of the Colombo Plan 
is to help backward nations by cash, 
equipment and training to help them- 
selves. None of the under-developed 
lands can transform itself into a 
highly industrialized or highly ef- 
ficient agricultural area merely by 
the receipt of expensive equipment 
and money if the recipients xnow 
how to use neither. 

The point is admirably illustrated 
by the case in Ceylon where tractors 
were sent to assist farmers of a par- 
ticular locality. - For centuries the 
land there had been worked by primi- 
tive implements, bullock-drawn plows 
among them. Farmers were in no 
position to operate the tractors ef- 
ficiently, to make the necessary me- 
chanical. adjustments required in 
them, orto effect the small repairs 
which—are-carried out as a_ matter 
of course on a western farm. 

As one western official has noted, 
“One doesn’t have to oil or grease a 
bullock.” And it takes time to con- 
vince the farmer whose forefathers 
used only bullocks that a mod- 
ern tractor will not work unless it is 
properly lubricated. 


Uneasy Heads in Moscow 


LONDON NEWSPAPER HAS 

decided, on the basis of Russian 
reports, that a three-way struggle 
for power is under way in the Krem- 
lin. The result, says the paper, is 
“an atmosphere of confusion and 
itters in high places” that has not 
te seen since the upsets following 
Premier Stalin's “death. 

It would be pleasant, no doubt, to 
believe that the Soviet hierarchy 
was in difficulties. There has been 
much speculation that the triumvir- 
ate which succeeded Josef Stalin's 
long one-man dictatorship would 
prove to be unstable. History can 
show.few, if any, precedents for ex- 
tended co-operation between three 
men with such great powers. Each, 
having attained a shared peak of 
eminence, must entertain the thought 
that, with the other two disposed of,- 
supreme power would be his. Such 
is the obvious reasoning.

The significant development in the 
Colombo Plan is not that some ma- 
chinery has been rendered nearly 
useless by neglect due to mechanical 
ignorance. The significant develop- 
ment has been the way in which 
peoples of backward countries are 
learning, in increasing numbers, how 
to use such machinery. 


The task of teaching is not easy. 
These are people with little mechan- 
ical dexterity or traditition. The | 
ability to handle modern machinery | 
does not come to them automatically. 
If it did, they would not be mechan- 
ically backward. 

What applies to the use of ma- 
chinery in some of these lands ap-| 
plies also to the machinery of demo- 
cratic government. The national 
background is lacking to effect an 
easy transformation from the ways | 
of the past to the western concepts 
of the present. 


Advancement is being made, but | 
it calls for patience. Canadians must 
exercise it in their attitude to the} 
Colombo Plan if for no other reason 
than enlightened self-interest. 


The western rate of achievement 
in helping the backward nations to 
understand mechanization and demo- 
cratic processes.may be slower than 
the progress made by the forced 
march of communism in such coun- 
tries. At the same time, there is 
sound ground to believe that the 
western way will be surer and more 
satisfying to the peoples concerned. 
And it still remains a bulwark against 
communism in South and Southeast 
Asia among those people who are 
learning to respect the individual no 
less than the machine in their climb 
to a more abundant life.

time at one university I was made an 
Honorary Medical Student, mostly be- 
cause of a slight gift I had for private 
rowdiness). But a man’s behaviour at 
such parties was little indication of his 
future value to society, I once watched a

But no. Not in B.C. and 
there's something a little ludicrous about 
that, too. 


NOT TEMPERANCE 

“If a man’s going to be a lush, he can 
buy two or three crocks»of what passes for 
rum here and if he drinks them fast enough 
he can grow as co’ as a tin of bully-beef. 
So the cause of temperance isn’t served. 

“I'm not complaining about the price. If 
a man wants his alcoho); he should be pre- 
pared to pay for it and thereby finance the 
schools and social services of British Colum- 
bia Somebody has to pay for courses in 
alcohol education and it might as well be the 
person who draws some enjoyment from the 
stuff. 

“But do sometimes wonder what kiad 
of a deal the Greater Victoria Water Board 
has’with the B.C. Liquor Control! outfit. The 
lJatter’s selling the former's product and 
charging a pretty fancy rate for it. Seems 
to me, they ought to kick back part of the

An Anti-Cold Vaccine

P Many persons wonder why doctors cannot 
prevent or cure the common cold. One of the 
main difficulties is that there are a number 
of different types of colds and influenzas, 
each due to a different virus. Worse yet, 
these viruses are often changing so that, when 
a@ new epidemic of colds ar- 
rives, perhaps by plane from 

| Europe or Asia, a vaccine 
that was working well be. 
comes useless. 

A while ago the common- 
est virus of the “common 
cold” was isolated and grown 
outside the body, and this 
made possible the develop- 
ment of a vaccine. Now, Dr, 

Huebner and associates are 
planning to’ test on a few Dr. Alvares 
thousand military recruits a killed vaccine 

| (like the Salk vaccine for polio) that they 
have made to combat a type of cold that af- 

| fects mainly the throat and the conjunctiva, 
or outer membrane of the eyes. 

One difficulty with a cold vaccine, and 

t even a good one, is likely to be a transient 
effect, and a need for getting “shot” with 
a@ new one every October. But even with this 
drawback, a real protection against colds 
would save millions of dollars every year 
and millions of people would not have to 
stay home from work for a few days out of 
every few months. 

We can hardly expect any vaccine to pro- 
tect us for long because even a severe cold 
will not always protect us for more than 
three or four months.

Recently, the Arthritis and Rheumatism 
Foundation reported that a test developed in 
1947 is now 90 per cent accurate in detecting 
the worst form of arthritis which is the 
rheumatoid. 

For some unknown reason, if one mixes 
blood taken from a patient with rheumatoid 
arthritis with a specially treated blood taken 
from sheep, the blood cells of the sheep will 
stick together to form tiny clumps which will 
then drop to the bottom of the tube. There 
are many laboratory tests of this “precipitin” 
or “sedimenting” type 

Another very useful test, which will 
strongly suggest that a patient has the 
rheumatoid type of arthritis is the measure- 
ment of the red blood sedimentation rate. If 
blood (to which is added a trace of a chemical 
that will keep it from coagulating) is put into 
a small-bored glass- tube, standing up about 
a foot high in a rack, in an hour the red cells 
will have dropped down or sedimented perhaps 
5 or 10 or 20 mm. If the person has a fibro- 
sitis this will probably not affect the sedi- 
mentation; if he has a mild form of arthritis 
the drop in the cells may be 30 or 35 mm, 
but if he has an active rheumatoid arthritis, 
the drop is likely to be 60 or 70 mm. What 
happens is that in the blood of the diseased 
persons red blood cells tend to stick together 
and to form tiny lumps which fall faster than 
do the very tiny single blood celis. 


SEARCH FOR A DRUG 

A while ago I pointed out that often when 
research physicians are searching for a drug 
for some disease they have to try out hundreds 
of thousands of chemical substances that 
might possibly work. They keep looking for 
a lead, and when they find one, they follow 
it up. I was just reading that in the last 2% 
years the Hammond Bay Fishery Laboratory, 
near Rogers City, Mich., has tested more than 
5,000 chemical substances that might kill baby 
lampreys. Lamprey eels are now killing mil- 
lions of valuable trout in the Great Lakes 

At last the researchers have found a drug 
that looks as if it does the work, and now 
it is hoped that the trout can be saved,

In Washington, meanwhile, a 
United States spokesman called 
Russia's veto of Japan—which 
along with Communist Outer 
Mongolia was lopped off the 
original @nembership package 
proposed by Canada—a “glaring 
injustice.” 

He charged the Soviets with 
cynically preserving a “bargain- 
ing pawn” to use in current 
peace negotiations with Japan.

Diplomatic sources here said 
that through its offer in the 
Security Council te sacrifice 
Outer Mongolia's admission for 
that of Japan, Russia in a 
singlé brilliant move had scored 
these successes:

3. Struck a better bargain 
than it had in the original Ca- 
nadian package, to which Rus- 
sia had agreed Comparing 
Japan with Outer Mongolia, the 
sources said, there can be liftle 
doubt that the West lest a more 
valuable associate. 

There was a tendency in 
some Western quarters to 
blame Nationalist China for the 
loss of Japan. In view of the 
high price which the West ulti 
mately had to pay, it was felt 
that the Nationalists may have 
alienated some of their faithful 
supporters by vetoing Mongolia 

Thus the U.S. may find it 
difficult to ward off Russia's 
annual move to replace Na 
tionalist China by the Peiping 
Communist regime at the 1956 
assembly, observers said

Fighting Is Sometimes 
Necessary for Children

Encouraging children to pick fights is wrong. On the’dther 
hand, they should not be so discouraged from fighting that they 
cannot protect themselves.

Asked by W.Germany 


By JONATHAN GUINESS 


BONN (Reuters)—The West Ger- 
man government no longer wants 
its citizens to emigrate, for there 
is full empoyment here and the 
threat of an increasing shortage 
of most kinds of labor. 

Figures for 1954, however, show 
that despite growing prosperity in 
West Germany and increasingly 
good economic prospects for its 
inhabitants, West Germans are as 
eager as ever to seek a new life 
overseas. Altogether 61,000 people 
emigrated from West Germany 
last year, 3,600 of whom were non- 
Germans, mostly displaced persons 
from eastern Europe. Indications 
are that this year's figure will be 
about the same. 

= During the first years after the 

~ ‘war, the Allies alowed people to 
emigrate from West Germany only 
if they had relations abroad. 

Full freedom to leave the country 
avas restored in 195] and since that 
year the number of emigrants has 
remained constant at around 60,000 
a year. 


COMUNISM FEARED 

One of the commonest reasons 
given for leaving is that West Ger- 
many may one day be overrun by 
communism, or that it might 
become the battlefield of an atomic 
war, 


Germans Taking: 
To Once-Hated 
Ersatz Coffee 


FRANKFURT, Germany (AP)— 
The unpopular ersatz coffee of war- 
time is a big seller now in Ger- 
many. 

Some people prefer ifs taste to 
the real thing, but its. biggest ap- 
peal isthe price, less than one- 
tenth that of real coffee. The 
latter, imported from South and 
Central America, costs 10 to 2 
marks $2.40 to $4.75 a, pound, de- 
pending.on the grade. 

During the war -the substitute 
coffee was made from roasted bar- 
ley or oats, mixed with sugar beets 
or sweet turnips. 

Barley is still the principal in- 
gredient but manufacturers have 
improved the flavor. Ersatz also 
has been available in “instant” 
form. Many users believe it is 
healthier than coffee

Other emigrants leave to seek a 
higher standard of living. Of the 
men, about one in 10 emigrates 
to escape call-up for the new West 
German forces, 


Canada is the most popular des- 
tination for emigrants. About 25,000 
went there from Germany last 
year. The United States was sec- 
ond with 18,000 and Australia third 
with with 14,000. Brazil and 
South Africa, with something over 
1,000 eich, came next. 

South America is much less fa- 
vored by West German emigrants 
than it used to be because it does 
not offer such a high standard of 
living as do North America and 
Australia. 

SUBSIDIZED SETTLERS 

Australia is the only country 
which actively encourages and sub- 
sidizes West German settlers. In 
1952, Australia concluded a treaty 
with West Germany under which 
the two governments agreed to 
contribute to. the passages of a 
certain number of West German 
emigrants. The figure was to be 
settled each year. 

At the time, the West German 
authorities were pleased to make 
the bargain. The economic boom 
here was just getting under way 
and there were 1,100,000 unem- 
ployed. 

Under the assisted passage 
scheme, an emigrant pays only 
$40 towards his own passage and 
$15 for his wife. The rest of the 
cost is borne by the two govern- 
ments. If the emigrant is poor 
enough, he may have his passage 
paid altogether by the govern- 
ment. 

The number of apaisied pestages 
agreed each year has sunk with 


West Germany's increasing pros-: 


perity. In the year 1953-M, about 
14,000 passages’ were assisted, in 
1954-55 about 10,000, and this year 
the figure of 7,000 has been fixed, 
of whom nearly half are depen- 
dents going to join settlers already 
in Australia. But. this figure. still 
includes 750° skilled industrial 
workers whom West Germany is 
increasingly reluctant to lose.
